The intense light 
caused by the sun shining upon the 
snow had for the time rendered them 
unable k> judge of colors and given rise 
to their curious mistake. Three hours 
elapsed before the eyes regained their 
normal condition. 


Chevreul explains that the eye can- 


not gaze long upon a given color with- 
out tending to become insensible to it. 
When the eye looks long upon a color, 
it should be rested by the complemen- 
tary color. Thus an eye that has grown 
tired with green should be rested by 
red, which is green's complementary 
color.
